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A Geod Case but a Bad Argument.

We print to-day a long letter taken
from an organ of the iron trade and in-
spired by an alleged declaration by John
Bright, in a speech made in England
away back in December, that * the
American tariff must be held to be very
barbarous.” The * Workingman’ who
purports to be the author, may be any-
thing from a preacher to an organ grind-
er, for we are all workingmen in this
country, and so the term is not at all dis-
tinetive. Whoever he may be he cannot
plume himself very much upon his
strength in argument, as it is but a fee-
ble lance that he casts against John
Bright's charge, which is falseand can
readily be shown so ; but it is not proven
to be false by contrasting the condition
of the English with the American la-
borer, and holding that the differ-
ence springs from the free trade of Eng-
land and the protective duties levied here.
It is absurd to say that the protective
policy which is beneficial to the United
States would be beneficial also to Eng-
land. And yet this is what this * Work-
ingmnan’s 7 argument would show. The
two countries are under totally different
conditions. Our protective duty on iron,
for instance, is not barbarous and has
been in the highest degree beneficent to
the country ; because, while it compels
those who use iron to pay more for it
than they would if it was imported duty
free, yet it has enabled our iron ore mines
to be developed and our iron manufactor-
ies to be established ; with the conse-
quence that they have given employment
to large numbers of people, whohave be-
come consumers of the products of the
land and given activity toits agricultural
and trading interests. The further conse-
quence has been that our ores and coals,
abundant in quality and superior in
quality. have now enabled our iron man-
ufactures to produce a metal better than
ismade in England and at a price so
low that the English manufacture is
forced to reduce his prices to a figure
that is below cost to enable him to enter
our market at all, even under the present
light duty. Iron has, therefore, really
been cheapened to the consumer by our
protective policy.

It is easy to prove to any unprejudiced
and intelligent mind that the protection
of our iron industry has worked very
beneficially and that it has been barbar-
ous only to the English manufacturer, in
depriving him of any profit upon his trade
with us. Asitisnot our care to look
out for him, we may rest easy under this
imputation of eruelty. Every nation is
compelled to be selfish, as every man is ;
self-preservation being the first law of
national as of individual life.

To England free trade in iron is just
as distinetly commanded by her interests
as protection is dictated to us. With
her cheap laber, great ecapital and min-
eral resources, she has mno reason to
fear competition in the iron trade within
her own territory or in any part of the
world where trade is free. She has at
present  controlling advantages over
every other country. The day is coming
and is not very far off when abundance of
labor and capital and the great mineral
and manufacturing development of this
country will enable us to compete with
England in all the markets of the world,
with the material advantage over her
which we possess in the quality and mag-
nitude of our mineralbeds. When that
time comes our policy will be one
of free trade, aml the iron man-
ufacturers who mnow  clamor for
protection will howl for free trade with
a common voice. They will want then
to be let out of the confines of this coun-
try with their product. Aslong as the
United States consumes enough iron to
keep them Lusy : they want that field
preserved to them, and they have it done
with a tariff. When they seek thetrade
of the world our ports must be opened
freeto the world’s commerce. And thus
he who runs may see.

When that time comes, wages must
come to a point here to meet the world’s
competition in that article. They have
been brought down in England by the
necessities her manufactures are under
now to meet this competition. And
why are they under it? Just be-
because their facilities for manufacture
outrun the home demand for iron and
they ave necessarily driven to seek a
market abroad. What would be the
effect of a tariff levied on iron imported
into England ? Surely anybody can see
that it would he useless in keeping iron
out that cannol enter even where trade is
free, and that England’s real interest
requires her to preach free trade by ex-
ample and precept, to open every possible
avenue to her industies. If a duty on
iron had any effect in England, it would
be to limit its trade and introduce so
sharp a competition among the manu-
factures for what was left as to bring
ruin upon them and to reduce the wages
of labor to the starvation point. What
is good for one constitution is sometimes
poison to another. The United States is
prosperous under a revenue tariff, but
not mainly because of it. It is good for our
present condition of body ; but our growth
is founded upon all the rich resources of
our country, and chiefly upon its agri-
cultural wealth and the cereal products
for which we have free trade overall the
world.

Tue Philadelphia ZTimecs of to-day
prints the pathetic appeal of a Christian
father and some interesting discoveries
made by its own reporters, to prove that
there are vile dance houses blazoning
their signs on the public streets of that
city, which are frequented night after
night by the young daughters of respec-
table and Christian families, going the
easy road to destruction while their pa-
rents feel secure about their whereabouts.
It is a sad story of a stern fact and the
pity of it is that the agencies of Christian
civilization are not more practically em-
ployed to cure these hideous ills. We
doubt not that many of the safferers of a
blasted home, made desolate by such dens
as the Times describes, have wrestled
powerfully in prayer for the conversion
of the heathen and sent their contribu-
tions to Greenland’s icy mountains,
while their sons and daughters were, un-

known to them, treading the way of
death. Itissafe to say that there is not
adollar goes out of Philadelphia to the

heathen, that would not bear fruit ten
fold if scattered in the soil that is ripe
for its fruition between the Schuylkill
and the Delaware.

UP THE OHIO.

A NOVEL AND INTERESTING TRIP.

By Bcenory—

The Water Way From the Missis-

siopd to Pittsbargh.

From Private Correspondence.
StEAaMER CLIFTOX,
Rocxrort, Ind., Aug. 2.

About two weeks ago we decided—if
possible for us to get off in time- -to take
a boat in time at St. Lounis for Cairo, and
then up the Ohio to Pittsburgh, thence by
cars back to Ohio. The Ohio river has
been falling so rapidly and the water is so
low that we will not be able to get much
farther than Cincinnati on this boat, then
perhaps we can take a smaller boat and go

on, or if mot take the cars from
that city. This is the last boat that
will make the trip till there s

arisc inthe river. Our boat was adver-
tised to leave last Thursday evening, but
it was delayed by taking freight, so we did
not get started until Friday at 5 p. m. The
boat is very comfortable and nicely fitted
up, and furnishes a very good table, and,
as we are getting more and more hungry
every day, our meals are relished in pro-

portion. Our first evening out was very
pleasant, the sunset was  beauti-
fu, and as [ had never seen

8t. Louis, from this point, I enjoyed the
view of the river front exceedingly. We
soon passed beyond the city limits, the ar-
senal, &c., then—in two hours—the glass
works at Crystal City appearing like a huge
fiery furnace.
moonlight evenings, so after peering into
the darkness a few hours and enjoying the
cool breeze, after the hot day In the city,
wo rotired to our state room, hoping to
sleep well, but the noises were all so new
to me that I was often disturbed ; and, be-
sides, the mosquitoes were so assiduous in
their attentions that wo could mnot ignore
their presonce—and we have been very
much annoyed by their soiree, though
last night, by an abundant use of
peunyroyal, we kept them at bay and slept
very well,

Saturday morning dawned beautifully,
the doctor rose very early and the sunrise
was 50 brilliant that he ealled me to share
the sight with him, and by five o'clock I
too was on deck enjoying it. An old pilot
who has been on the Mississippi river
fifty-six years pointed out places of inter-
est tous, Tho scenery was very fine, the
bluffs on the Missouri shore almost equal-
ing the Hudson river Palisades. At Cairo
we only stopped a short time, then bade
ihe grand old Mississippi furewell and
steamed into the Ohio, the water of which
is of a different color and much clearer. It
was interesting to see the two running side
by side until they blended. Our next stop-
ping place was Paducah, just where the
Tennessee river flows into the Ohio. We
anchored the length of our boat in the
Tenncssee river. Many of the passengers,
learning that we would stop an hour or
morv, walked up into the town, but we did
not make this discovery till it was too late
to leave the boat ; and besides, as it was
.evening and rather dark, we could not have
seon much of the place.

Sunday was a very pleasant day, but the
banks, both on the Kentucky and Illinois
side were rather flat. At seven in the
evening we reached Mt. Vernon, Ind., and
went up to see the town. As the first
church bells were ringing, we viewed the
the interior of several churches, but could
not wait for services. There were no re-
ligious services on the boat, but most of
the passengers seemed to respect the day,
and it seemed rather quiet—still, there
was the usual amount of work among the
hands, and the *‘round-a-bouts’ were
kept busy at several places loading wheat.
We passed Evansville, Ind., and in an hour
or two tho mouth of Green river, Ky. It
is not a wide stream, but quito deep and
very elear, having so many springs; it
rarely freezes, even when the Ohio is
blockaded with ico. From here on the
scenery grows more and more beautiful,
the rivor making mamy and abrupt curves.
About ten o'clock we passed Owensboro,
Ky. ; it stands out prominently on a point
in the river—a lovely situation—and from
the boat has the appearance of being a
beautiful town. It isavery thriving, busy
place, with a population of 10,000. Our
naxt stopping place was Rockport, at
which point I began my letter. Wo stop-
ped to take on board 2,000 sacks of wheat.
It was raining whem wo stopped here, and
although we knew there would be a delay
of an hour or two and would have liked to
seen the town, the hill looked too formida-
ble and we did mot venture; those who
went up represented it as a lively little
place, with protty houses and yards, and
very clean streets ; it is situated on a high
bluff with the rocks almost perpen.
dicular. Last evening we spent sev-
eral hours in the pilot house,
from which we have a good view of the
river and numerous little towns which we
passed.

party. The pilot told us Inst evening that
we would probably stop for a few hours
last might, as we were approaching

very shallow water, and severa
other boats  had run  aground,
and he wanted to waik until

daylight before getting fast—at least there
would be more chance of avoiding the
sand bar by daylight. When the doctor
roso at four o’clock this morning he found
they had tied up for two hours, and then
started, but had just got aground off Flint
island. I was so sleepy that I concluded,
as there was not much prospect of the
scene changing for awhile, I would take
another nap. I could feel the boat back-
ing, then going forward a little, trying to
get into the channel, and then see-sawing
a long while. About six I heard them
making preparations for a special effort, so
I hurriedly dressed and got outon deck
just in time to see them push the boat off
tho bar by using the derrick and spar.
Our boat draws 3§ feet of water, and in the
shallow places they are constantly sound-
ing, and when they eall out to the pilot,
“only 5 feet scant,” then *“‘4 feet” and
34 feet,” everybody is interested. We
have rubbed bottom a number of times,
but struck for the first time this morning.
Bince we got off the bar we have had good
water and are moving along very well,
though we will make a slow trip all the

way, but we enjoy the scemery all the
more.

We expect
toreach Louisville toward evening, and are
hoping it will still be light enough to get
off the boat and go into thecity for a short
time. The Captainsays he does not have to
stop more than half an hour, but we can
get off at the canal, and then. by walking
a few blocks, take the street car and ride
through the city, meeting the boat again
at tho landing. Just now I am sitting on

On the whole the erop is prov-
ing to be a very good one, hoth in color
and quality.
